DROWNING OF MR. SAM TRANT. 


Believed That His Horse Fell Upon Him 


or Dragged Him to Death. 


As briefly mentioned 
in the 
Eagle yesterday morning, Mr. Sam 
Trant,the well known, popular and 
well to do cattle man of Martin’s 
Prairie, 
Grimes 
county, 
was 
drowned in Hog creek a few hun­ 
dred yards from his home on 
Thursday. It appears from the re­ 
ports that Mr. Trant left home 
Thursday morning and crossed 
Hog creek to go to the house of a 
neighbor some three miles away to 
see about some cattle. The stream 
was somewhat swollen from rain 
on his return, carrying probably a 
two foot rise, but no one saw him 
when he attempted to cross. 
A 
neighbor who came along after the 
accident saw 
Mr. Trant’s horse 
grazing on the bank of the creek, 
and thinking Mr. Traut over in his 
hog pasture near by, want and 
called to him, but getting no re­ 
sponse, he became alarmed and 
went for two or three other parties 
and a search was instituted. 
The 
body of Mr. Trant was found in 
the creek], just below the ford; half 
covered with mud and water, and 
face down. 
One of the stirrups of 
his saddle was bent and twisted in 
such a way as to indicate that his 
foot had caught in it, and it is be­ 
lieved that his horse became fright­ 
ened or floundered in crossing the 
ugly and muddy little stream and 
either fell upon him or dragged 
him to his death. 
Mr. Trant was about 60 years 
old, and a pioneer and leading cit­ 
izen of north Grimes county. 
He 
was widely known and highly es­ 
teemed as a good man and sub­ 
stantial citizen, and was a mem­ 
ber of the Baptist church. 
He 
leaves a family, and was a brother 
of Mr. W. P. Trant of Bryan. The 
latter left yesterday morning with 
the members of his family to at­ 
tend the funeral. 
The death of Mr. Sam Trant is 
a severe shock to friends through­ 
out this section and the members 
of the family have the profound 
sympathy of all.

TREE GROWTH. 


Whole Question of Forest Lands Lies 
Within Control of Owners. 
W ashington, June 23 —As the result 


of 
the 
recent 
investigation of tree 
growth along the M ississippi river from 
Rock Island, 111., to New Orleans, the 
bureau of forestry of the department of 
ngrlculutre has issued a t port showing 
that on the narrow strip inside of levees 
cottonwood can be grown with almost 
no care and can be harvested when the 
trees are from thirty-five to forty years 
old. 
This wood now has a recognized 


I lace In the market for the manufacture 
of boxes, furniture backs, washboards, 
etc. 
The bureau recommends the ap­ 
plication of more conservative number­ 
ing to lands behind the levees. 
"The whole question 
of 
profitable 
manangem ent of these forest lands lies 
within the control of owners,” the bu­ 
reau report says. 
“Instead of reaping 
one harvest, as they now do, it will be 
almost as easy to secure successive 
crops so long as the land remains una­ 
vailable for farming. 
When that time 
comes the forest must give way per­ 
m anently.” 


Elected For Twentieth Time.
